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DETAILED ACTION 

Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments filed on 2/12/04 and 3/15/04 are acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 24 and 31 have been amended. 

Claims 1-23, 25-30 and 32-36 have been canceled. 
Claims 24 and 31 are pending in the application. 

3. In view of cancellation of claims 21, 23, 27, 28 and 30, the rejections of claims under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph are moot. 

4. In view of amendment to the claims 24 and 31 , the objection as being dependent upon a 
rejected base is withdrawn. 

5. The instant claims define a novel recombinant polypeptide comprising the polypeptide 
SEQ.ID.NO: 4 from an isolated Dirofilaria immitis. This polypeptide has been shown to bind to 
sera obtained from patients infected with Dirofilaria immitis and is useful for diagnostic assays 
for detecting the infection caused by Dirofilaria immitis.
